A ROBOT IN THE AIR 

When a little girl was re- 
ported missing In the mountains 
of Scotland and the efforts of a 
rescue team proved futile, a ro- 
bot fitted out with a heat-visor

tains by a spiral the instrument 
reported the place, the tempera- 
turn of which differed from the 
one recorded In other places.

Radloastronoiuers believe that 
they have succeeded In observ- 
ing the formation of a galaxy In 
the area of a suparslar— Quasar 
ZC 345. The observations were 
conducted by scientists from tbe 
Soviet Union, the United States, 
West Germany, Britain, Sweden, 
Holland, India and Poland by 
using Interconnected radlote- 
lescopcs situated on different 
continents.
